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Village dumps 
arena plans; 
expenses cited

Elk Crovo Village officials have 


scrapped plans for u major multi-pur- 
pose arena because It appears the fa- 
cility would bo unable to pay for it- 
self. 


A preliminary financial feasibility 


study prepared by Peat, Morwlck, 
Mitchell and Co. released this week 
quashed hopes for selling revenue 
bonds to cover construction and oper- 
ating coats of an arena on land the 
village recently purchased at Dusso 
and Landmeicr roads. 


The study, however, indicates the 


village would have to issue general- 
obligation bonds to build the arena be- 
cause of the uncertainty of booking 
big-draw sports and entertainment 
events. 


VILLAGE PllES. Charles Zcttck 


•aid the trustees will drop the project. 


"It's dead. We would never Jeopard- 


ize the taxpayers that way by build- 
ung the arena with general-obligation 
bonds," he sold. 


"There's always the possibility that 


the expected revenue would not be 
forthcoming to repay the bonds and 
the village would have to look to Its 
taxing power to make up the dcfidt. 
Something like this would have to bo 
done through revenue bonds. That's 
our policy and wo will not deviate 
from it. No way." 


Zzettck said whlla a local multi-pur- 


pose arena Is out of the question now, 
future conditions might make the 
project possible In the future. 


"Should the market change or 


should a major sports franchise be 
looking for a home later, maybe we'll 
look at it again," he said. "We'd nev- 
er bo so foolish as to say It could nev- 
er happen. But wo will never at any 
time finance a recreation arena with 
general-obligation bonds." 


WHAT WAS TO be the site of a 
multi-purpose arena will remain 
36 acres of vacant land a while 
longer as Elk Grove Village offi- 
cials have scrapped plans be- 
cause the arena will not be self- 
supporting. 


THE FEASIBILITY study indicates 


that a demand already exists for a 
multi-purpose arena in a Chicago sub- 
urb, but only one. 


"The construction of another major 


multi-purpose arena in the Chicago 
suburbs prior to Elk Grove Village 
would most likely remove any reed 
for the village's proposed facility," 
the report states. 


It is not known whether village offi- 


cials will decide to reserve the arena 
site, purchased two months ago for 
$1,74 million. Trustees said it could be 
used to accommodate a pumping sta- 
tion, water reservoir or public works 
garage.

U.S. Postal Service authorities this 


week announced the purchase of a 2.6- 
acre site for a post office branch at 
the southeast corner of Tonne and 
Landmeicr roads, Elk Grove Village. 


Donald Swanson, Arlington Heights 


postmaster, said the site was acquired 
for $131,500 and chosen because It lies 
between the residential and industrial 
sections of the village. 


Swanson said construction will bo- 


gin as soon as architectural work is 
completed and probably will be fin- 
ished late In 1076 or early in 1077. 


The new post office will be a brantfl 


of the Arlington Heights Post office, 
but will offer the complete range of 
services, Swanson said. 


Elk Grove Village's current post of- 


fice branch, also under administrative 
control of the Arlington Heights Post 
Office, is at 078 Grove Mall. A carrier 
annex at 780 Arlington Heights ltd. 
provides space for moll sorting, but 
docs not provide services to the pub- 
lic. 


SWANSON SAID the present local 


post office has 85 employes with 28 
letter-carrier routes. A total of 0,352 
deliveries are made each day, 7,832 to 
residences and 1,500 to businesses. 


The new office may be slightly larg- 


er, he said, and will provide adequate

Ing commissioner, told village offi- 
cials Tuesday night that as many as 
eight code violations exist In the 
houses. 


"All could constitute a llfto throat 


and constitute a safety hazard," ho 
sold. 


Some officials, however, contested 


the assessment, and decided to ask a 


consultant to rate the violators by de-

Last summer when the issue of de-

George Halas, 80-year-old owner of 


the Chicago Bears, declared Wednes- 
day night he hopes to "put to'rest 
once and for all time" any doubt 
about the Bears moving from Soldier 
Field to the Arlington Park Race 
Track. 


Halas announced at the opening of a 


special' meeting of the Arlington 
Heights Village Board that he is pre- 
pared to sign a 35-year lease to use an 
80,000-seat stadium at the track "if 
the people of Arlington Heights wel- 
come us." 


The stadium could bring the Village 


. of Arlington Heights $850,000 to $1 mil- 


lion a year in revenue, William J. 
Moore, attorney for the project, said. 
"This facility should be our Rand- 
hurst," Moore said. 


HOWEVER SEVERAL residents of 


Arlington Heights who jammed the 
village board's council room for the 
presentation of a race track master 
plan urged the village board to go 
slow In considering the stadium proj- 
ect and not be pressured by a Septem- 
ber construction deadline Moore laid 
down. They asked for a referendum 
on the project. 


Other parts of the master plan in- 


clude: 


• A residential development of 2,700 


units contained In six 15-story apart- 
ment buildings and a number of four- 
to six-story buildings. 


• An 82-acre parking lot that would 


provide space for 12,500 cars. 


• An office park near the Arlington 


Park train station and possibly a light 
Industrial pork. 


e The construction of two-story 


barns that would stable 2,100 horses. 


• The widening of Hicks and Indus- 


trial roads to accommodate stadium 
crowds. 


• A police and fire sub-station. 
• A 15-acre public school and park 


site. 


Moore left unanswered the question 


of how the stadium would be financed,

other than to say municipal financing, 
through revenue or general obligation 
bonds, would be necessary to meet 
the $29.76 million estimated construc- 
tion cost. 


The height of the proposed apart- 


ment buildings would not exceed the 
height of the existing Arlington Park 
Hilton hotel, and the height of the 
football stadium would be no greater 
than the race track grandstand, 
Moore said. 


The 12,500 oars that would pour into 


the race track for Bear games are 
1,500 more vehicles than now come to 
the race track on peak racing days, 
Moore testified. 


The stadium would be directly 


northwest of the present grandstand 
and doughnut-shaped parking lots 
would ring the structure, according to 
the plan. Residential development 
would take place north of the hotel. 


In total, 193 of the race track's 450 


acres would be involved in new con-

A tentative settlement has been 


reached that could return striking 
painters to work Monday, officials of 
the union and the Painting and Dcco-*- 
rating Contractors' Assn. of Chicago 
announced Wednesday. 


Delegates from 18 locals in Cook 


and Lake counties met Wednesday 
night to consider terms of tho settle- - 
ment. If approved by the delegates, 
tho painters would return to work 
while a referendum of the full mem- 
bership Is held, a union spokesman 
said. 


Tho painters went on strike after a 


55-ccnt an hour Increase in wages and 
benefits was turned down May 8. The 
contractors' association later said it 
would hold out against the striking 
painters because customers polled 
said it would be inflationary to offer a 
higher increase. 


Contractors also charged the origi- 


nal offer was turned down over- 
whelmingly by painters who work 
through a strike because they are em- 
ployed by state, county and municipal 
agencies. 
• When negotiators resumed, the con- 
trators offered 40 cents, their offer of 
March 31, and the painters asked for 
$1. The painters were earning $8 30 an 
hour In wages and benefits when the 
contract expired. 


The agreement was reached lato 


Tuesday, a contractors' association. 
spokesman said, adding he expects 
acceptance of the settlement by tho 
full union membership.

in school, kills 2, self 


A student walked into his Brampton, Ont. high school carrying 


two rides Wednesday and killed two persons In a hail of gunfire • 
before turning one of the weapons on himself.

"Panic 
erupted throughout the whole place " Sources said art and English 
teacher Carol Wright, mother of a 2-month-old child, and an uniden- 
tified student were killed before the gunman killed himself.

Tho few Americans still left at the U.S. residential 
compound outside Vientiane, meanwhile, moved out earlier in the 
day and Communist troops entered the complex to prevent further 
looting of the 140 homes.

Lebanese Premier-designate Rashid Karaml Wednesday began 


forming n new government and called for an end to violence that 
has brought the nation to the brink of civil war. President Suleiman 
Frnnjtch gave the 53-year-old Karaml the Job of forming a new 
cabinet — the eighth he has headed In his political career — at a 
brief meeting at the Presidential Palace.

BRUSSELS (UPI) - 
President 


Ford told Europeans Wednesday the 
United States stands by the Atlantic 
alliance and said detente with the 
Communist world depends on "strong 
and secure alliance defenses." 


The President arrived from Wash- 


ington for a two-day North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization summit Intended 
to reinforce U.S.-European ties after 
the defeat of American policy in In- 
dochina. 


"NATO is the cornerstone of U.S. 


foreign policy and has the unwavering 
support of the American public and of 
our Congress," Ford said on arrival. 
"Our commitment to this alliance will 
not falter." 


He said the United States is con- 


vinced that detente with Communist 
nations "can only proceed on a foun- 
dation of strong and secure alliance 
defenses." 


With that, he began his llrst trip to 


Europe since he was sworn in as 
President Aug. 9 — a week-long, 
11,000-mllo trip that will take him to 
Spain, Italy and Salzburg, Austria, for 
talks with President Anwar Sadat of 
Egypt. 


Other leaders of the 15-member al- 


liance flew in during me day. Among 
them was Portuguese Premier Vaseo 
dos Santos Goncalves, who said he 
wanted to clear up any misunder- 
standings about the leftward drift of 
hln country and to pledge its intention 
to stay In NATO. 


Belgian King Baudoiiln and Queen 


Fahlola were on hand to meet Ford 
and his wife, Betty, making her first 
trip abroad as First Lady, when Air 
Force 1 touched .down Just as dusk 
was settling over the Belgian capital. 


The Fords went to the royal palace 


for a brief courtesy call. Afterwards, 
Mrs. Ford departed for the American 
embassy residence, a block away, 
where she and her husband were to 
spend the night.

Reduction of postal rates proposed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Postal 


Rate Commission's chief adminis- 
trative law Judge, saying the Individ- 
ual mail user is paying more than his 
fair share for service, Wednesday 
urged a reduction in first-class rates 
and substantial increases for most 
other categories. 


In recommendations to the commis- 


sion, Seymour Wenner said the first- 
class stamp should be reduced from 
10 cents to 8% and the post cord from 
8 cents to 5. 


He also recommended that the air- 


mail post card be reduced from 11 
cents to 10, but that air mall be in- 
creased from 13 cents an ounce to 15; 
the third-class bulk mailing rate be 
boosted by 7 per cent, and parcel post 
Increased by 67 per cent, along with 
lesser Increases for other classes of 
mall. 


"The Postal Service has become a 


tax-collecting agency," Wenner sold, 
"collecting money from first class 
mailers to distribute to other favored 
classes. 


"Every time a person pays 10 cents 


to mail a first-class letter he is con- 


tlbutlng almost two cents to pay the 
cost of other services." 


Wenner recommended the changes 


after holding hearings on rate increas- 
es sought by the Postal Service. The 
rate commission will study his propos- 
als, then present its own recommen- 
dations to the Postal Service Board of 


governors, which can make changes 
only by a unanimous vote. 


A spokesman said It appeared likely 


the rate panel might take two to three 
months to draft its recommendations. 


The Postal Service, commenting on 


Wenner's recommendations in a state- 
ment, said: "We are concerned that 


this initial decision proposes to appor- 
tion postal costs in ways that will sev- 
erely impair the economic health of 
the postal system. 


"We ore also concerned about the 


Impact of the law Judge's proposed 
rates, especially on parcel post, news- 
papers and magazines."

since the second quarter of 1973. In 
the last three months of 1974, produc- 
tivity declined 2.1 per cent. 


An increase in productivity is nor- 


mal when a recession nears its low 
point.

Doctors in San Francisco end strike 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - San 


Francisco 
anesthesiolgists 
agreed 


Wednesday to go back to work, ending 
an unprecedented doctors' 
strike 


which crippled hospitals for the past 
28 days and spread throughout Cali- 
fornia. 


Dr. John Driscoll, president of the 


San Francisco Medical Society, which 
backed the anesthesiologists' protest 
against skyrocketing malpractice in- 
surance rates, said normal surgery 
schedules could be resumed by next 
Monday. 


Since the walkout began, only life- 


or-death operations have been per- 


^ 


formed at about 50 hospitals in the 
San Francisco area. 


The walkout, during the past week, 


spread to Southern California and oth- 
er areas of Northern California, af- 
fecting about 200 hospitals. 


Driscoll said the anesthesiologists 


met Wednesday and "voted unani- 
mously" to accept malpractice insur- 
ance under a new state law, signed by 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., last Fri- 
day. The measure rolls premiums 
back to a level no more than 50 per 
cent higher than they were last year. 


When a group policy with Argonaut 


Insurance Co. was canceled May 1, 
the anesthesiologists were offered in- 


dividual malpractice policies at rates 
as much as four times above the ear- 
lier premiums. They said they could 
not afford it and would not work until 
the rates were lowered. 


The anesthesiologists "had a rather 


long session with legislators and were 
guaranteed that long term legislative 
reforms would be completed this 
year," Driscoll said. 


A doctors' "crisis committee" has 


been lobbying for laws which would 
limit the amount of jury settlements 
In malpractice cases, provide for arbi- 
tration instead of litigation to settle 
most claims, and tighten up on licens- 
ing of doctors.

$7 million for pool mishap 


An Illinois man, 22, paralyzed from 


the neck down in a diving accident at 
a Washington, D.C., hotel pool four 
years ago, has been awarded $6 mil- 
lion In damages by a federal court 
jury. 


The jury, deliberating for just 30 


'minutes, ordered the • Washington 
Sheraton Corp. and the m-Sheraton 
Corp. of America to pay Thomas 
Hooks, Venice, 111., the $6 million in 
damages and an additional $1 million 
to his family. 


Hooks suffered tho paralysis when, 


after diving from a 9-foot-high board 
into an B-foot-deep pool of water, he 
struck his head on the bottom and 
severed his spinal cord. 


The accident occurred at the Shera- 


ton Park Hotel In northwest Washing- 
ton. 


The hotel was found negligent in 


replacing tho pool's original wooden 
and fiberglass diving board with an 
allegedly more flexible aluminum 
"duraflex" board. The suit charged 
that the new flexibility and the height 
of the board resulted In the accident. 


Hooks was In Washington at tho 


time of the June 4,1968, accident at- 
tending an Explorer Scout convention. 


Diving experts testifying for the 


Hooks family said the board was too 
flexible and too powerful for In- 
experienced divers. In addition, they 
said the board was positioned at the 
wrong end of the pool, noting that the 
accident occurred in only eight feet of 
water. 


The pool manager had asked for tho 


new boards because they were more 
economical to repair, according to 
court papers.

Cut state 
commissions 


The Illinois House of Repre- 


sentatives has killed on effort to 


.eliminate a large body of bu- 
reaucratic agencies in the state. 


The House last week voted 


down a measure sponsored by 
Rep. Donald L. Totten, R-Hoff- 
mnn Estates, which would have 
eliminated 8-1 "IcRislntlvc com- 
missions" that spend millions of 
dollars annually. 


Most of these commissions 


were created to conduct legisla- 
tive research between sessions 
when the Illinois General As- 
sembly was limited to biennial 
sessions. 


Under the 1970 constitution, 


however, the General Assembly 
Is defined as a continuous body. 
As Totten points out, there Is no 
longer any reason why standing 
committees of the legislature 
cannot carry out the functions 
for which the commissions were 
created. 


Totten also correctly points 


out that when these commis- 
sions do produce findings on

various legislative problems, 
their reports are submitted to 
committees of the legislature, 
which often then duplicate the 
studies performed by the com- 
missions. 


In addition, the commissions 


have too often been used as po- 
litical soapboxes for the legisla- 
tors who establish them, and as 
a vehicle for patronage jobs for 
political cronies. 


Legislative commissions 
in 


some instances have performed 
valuable services, and there 
have been many able persons 
among their members over the 
years. There is nothing in Tot- 
ten's proposal which would pre- 
clude the use of special commis- 
sions on particular problems 
should the need arise in the fu- 
ture. 


But the 84 commissions now in 


existence havo largely outlived 
their usefulness, - though they 
' continue to spend state money. 
Last year, 55.3 million went for 
their operations. Requests for 
funding next year total S10 mil- 
lion. 


Totten estimates that the ex- 


panded legislative staff 
now 


available to tho General Assem- 
bly could perform tho same 
functions for approximately $1 
million. 


Totten has promised to in- 


troduce ills proposal again in a 
later session. We urge the legis- 
lature to approve it. 


'Survival training' 


You won't be able to graduate 


next year from High School Dlst. 
211 unless you've passed a 
unique test which shows you can 
"survive" in our society. 


Last week the district's board 


of education appropriated $5,000 


Tha 
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to develop two tests of basic 
mathematics and English skills. 
Included will bo tests of simple 
math abilities, including the 
ability to balance a checkbook, 
and basic writing and speaking 
skills. 


In today's world, such skills 


arc basic, and testing them as a 
graduation requirement is only 
an acknowledgment of a chang- 
ing, complex world. If the tests 
reveal that a sizable number of 
today's students cannot meet the 
basic demands of society, then 
perhaps the district will have to 
review Its ideas of educating its 
students. At any rate, we'll be 
anxious to know what is the 
Dist. 211 "survival rate" of its 
students.

Too many bills hurt Assembly 


The problems of tho Illinois leg- 


islature may well bo insoluble. 


There have been ostensibly 


well-intentioned attempts during 
tho current session of the 70th 
General Assembly toward Improv- 
ing the efficiency and the deliber- 
ative nature of tho lawmaklng 
process. 


Under Its now Democratic lead- 


ership, tho General Assembly 
adopted Joint House-Senate rules 
binding Itself to strict deadlines 
for action on legislation at various 
stages. 


Tho result tins been confusion 


and partisan animosity bordering 
on chaos. 


In an effort to prevent tho last- 


mlnuto crush of bills which nor- 
mally stacks up In the legisla- 
ture's final week near the end of 
June, the legislature established 
for itself a schedule of deadlines. 


Two of thoso deadlines have 


passed, and It is a matter of some 
wonderment that both were met 
in both tho House and the Senate. 


First, the legislators dictated 


for themselves the mid-May dead- 
line for action by House and Sen- 
ate committees on bills origina- 
ting In each house. Secondly, they 
limited themselves to last Friday 
for passage, or rejection, of bills 
in the house of origin. 


Resisting sentiment to rescind 


or extend thoso deadlines, both 
houses managed before midnight 
lost Friday to clear their calen- 
dars of new bills. 


It was, at best, a mixed bless- 


ing. 


In racing against the committee 


deadline, many committees con- 


ducted morning, afternoon and 
evening sessions, cramming what 
normally would bo three weeks of 
deliberations Into a mere five 
days. 


Tho problem was that with a 


near record 4,000 legislative pro- 
posals, the legislators got so far 
ahead of the printers that com- 
mittees often were considering 
bills which had not even been 
printed yet. 


The accelerated committee pro; 


gram also resulted in many wit- 
nesses who had traveled across 


the state to plead for or against 
legislation were cut off after only 
moments, If they got to be heard 
at all. 


In their rush to deadline, many 


committees "voted out" literally 
hundreds of bills with no serious 
debate, simply to get them on the 
floor of the legislature where sup- 
posedly they could be debated. 


But the onslaught of legislation 


on the floor of tho House pre- 
cluded meaningful debate on all 
but the most controversial of mea- 


sures, Tho result was that the 
House wound up passing bills on 
so-called "agreed lists" contain- 
ing hundreds of bills on the final 
day before the deadline. 


There Is hardly a legislator in 


the House who would claim any 
understanding of more than a 
handful of those bills — and chan- 
ces for meaningful consideration 
of most of them in a Senate re- 
sentful of the wholesale passage 
of legislation in the House arc 
slim. 


The idea of deadlines must be 


considered a good one. In the ab- 
sence of such deadlines in the 
past, it has been common for the 
most meaningful bills to be left 
until the final days of the legisla- 
tive session, when the pressure 
became more Intense and the 
power brokers were more easily 
able to win concessions on pet 
measures. 


It is the volume of bills, rather 


than the deadlines themselves, 
which made a mess of deliber- 
ations In this session. Suggestions 
have been made that individual 
legislators be limited In the num- 
ber of bills which they may In- 
troduce — say 12 or 15 per ses- 
sion. 


It is a rare legislator who ever 


succeeds in passing that many 
measures in one session, anyhow. 
The trouble is that it is probably 
unconstitutional to try to tell an 
elected legislator that he cannot 
introduce any measure he pleases. 


There have also been sugges- 


tions for a "screening committee" 
which would study all legislative 
proposals and combine similar 


m e a s u r e s Into comprehensive 
bills, winnowing out the hundreds 
of duplications and repetitions. 


Some would favor a rule that all 


bills then would be assigned to a 
committee, with no individual 
sponsors. 


While that might remove tho 


pride of authorship and reduce the 
controversy attached to some bills 
simply because the sponsor is un- 
popular with one or another fac- 
tion, it is also considered unlikely 
by most legislators. 


For one thing, If a representa- 


tive has a proposal which will pro- 
vide several hundred thousand 
dollars for his district, he darn 
well wants his name to be on it 
for the benefit of the folks back 
home. 


Some states address th problem 


by simply limiting, as Illinois 
used to do, the time which the leg- 
islature may spend in session. In 
Indiana, the legislature is restrict- 
ed to 60 days hi odd-numbered 
years, and 30 days in even-num- 
bered years. 


Illinois, however, has gone the 


other direction, with tho legisla- 
ture being designated as "a con- 
tinuous body" under the 1970 con- 
stitution. There is a growing body 
of thought that this will ultimately 
result to year-round sessions. 


Whether It meets for 60 days or 


12 months, however, the imposi- 
tion of order on the Illinois Gener- 
al Assembly can only be accom- 
plished by the restraint of tho 
members. 


Based on past performance, 


that seems too much to hope for.

As I pointed out at tho time, this 


finding suggests that meteorological

interactions. 


And if so I theorized, then fog, haze, 


mist and so forth could be the key to 
the rising divorce rate. 


I dropped tho subject there, perhaps 


wisely. Others would not let the mat- 
ter rest, however, and I have since 
been pressed for substantiating cvi- 


dence and elaboration. 


Toward that end, I have been in 


touch with Dr. Reuben Isobar, one of 
the world's leading sexologists and 
television weathermen. 


"Tho study of how certain types of 


weather play havoc with a person's 
love life is still in its Infancy," Isobar 
told me. "However, all signs thus for 
indicate the answer lies somewhere in 
the erogenous zones."

"In older persons it is," Isobar ex- 


plained. "Indeed, there is good reason 
to believe the difference between ero- 
genic and arthritic sensations is only 
a question of age, but that is another 
story. 


"From what we now know, muggy 


weather causes the erogenous zones to 
retain moisture at a greater rate than 
other areas of the body. As a result, 
they begin to mildew. 


"The mildew, In turn, impedes the 


ability of tho erogenous zones to 
transmit tho tingling sensations that 
run up and down your spine under 
normal conditions. 


"Consequently, at a time when you 


should be feeling sexy, you merely 
feel soggy."

Legislative 'insanity* 


Your editorial of May 22 entitled 


"Year-Round Hearings Needed" high- 
lights tho biennial insanity of the clos- 
ing days of the regular session of the 
Illinois General Assembly. It's a sight 
that must be seen to bo believed, and 
oven then there is a frightening sense 
of unreality about it all, as this di- 
verse group of men and women at- 
tempt to manage the unmanageable. 


The current session saw approxi- 


mately 4,000 bills introduced, covering 
a wide range of interests — some so- 
cial, some economic, some very gen- 
eral, while others wero very specific. 
Some obviously addressed issues of 
considerable Importance while others 
would appear to address either paro- 
chial or frivolous interests. The fact is 
that the best Intentloncd of legislators 
— and the Northwest suburban area 
Is well represented In this regard — 
simply cannot comprehend such a 
mass of legislation and must, there- 
fore, rely entirely upon the committee

system to winnow good bills from bad 
and pass on to the full body those 
worthy of serious consideration. 


The heart of the problem lies, it 


seems to me, not In the committee 
system, which in many bodies has 
been an effective structure for delib- 
erative discussion, but rather in a leg- 
islative process which not only per- 
mits but encourages all legislators to 
introduce proposals on any subject, 
whether they know anything about it 
or not — and a political process which 
suggests that there is merit in In- 
troducing legislation, even though the 
proposal never goes beyond first read- 
ing. 


Representative Mugallon's proposal 


that standing committees 
meet 


throughout the calendar year to a 
good ono — the level of legislator sal- 
aries is reaching full-time proportions 
— but more importantly, it would 
seem desirable that the congressional 
model of originating bills In standing 
committees bo followed. This practice 
would Immediately reduce the gross 
volume of bills introduced, but would 
also encourage more substantive work 
on the part of members, since the 
committee would become the arena in 
which legislative performance would 
bo judged by both colleague and con- 
stituent alike. 


There are, of course, risks to In- 


creasing tho power and importance of 
the committee. Certainly a tightly dis- 
ciplined committee could take a 
blocking position and prevent desh> 
able legislation from -reaching the 
floor; but procedures already exist 


under which a committee can be dis- 
charged and a matter considered by 
the full house; and, secondly, in a leg- 
islature In which fewer bills are In- 
troduced, action or lack of it on any 
given issue is more visible and the 
accountability of those involved more 
clearly apparent. 


The Illinois General Assembly is a 


mortal and human body — in it are 
represented the same full range of In- 
tellect, integrity, conscientiousness, 
strength and weakness that character- 
ize tho political constituency. It's 
time, however, that they challenge 
themselves to meet standards of ex- 
cellence in tho legislative process. 
The present system demeans repre- 
sentative government in the eyes 
of the governed and truly is a 
charade we no longer can afford to 
play. Before concerning itself with re- 
districting to make federal govern- 
ment more representative, our Illinois 
legislators should address the task, 
through fundamental reform, of mak- 
ing themselves more effective.

SPRINGFIELD, ILL. (UPI)-Tho 


Illinois House Wednesday voted 104 
to 32 to spend $295 million on a 
"parochiaid" plan critics say is al- 
most certainly unconstitutional. 


The money would bo spent for stale 


grunts to parents of all school chil- 
dren, whether in public or private 
schools. 


Rep. Theodora Meyer, R-Chicago, 


says his direct parental aid differs 
from a program struck down by tho 
state supremo court several years 
ago. It would have given money to 
private schools to offset somo nonrc- 
ligious schooling costs. 


Citing a recent U.S. Supremo Court 


ruling limiting state aid to nonsectar- 
ian textbooks, critics of Meyer's plan 
say there Is no real difference be- 
tween his approach and methods al- 
ready found invalid. The bills are now 
in the Senate. 


THE HOUSE also approved a $500 


million bonding program, to bo run by 
tho Illinois Veterans Commission, 
aimed at giving Vietnam veterans 
housing loans up to $5,000 each. 


Under tho bill, sponsored by Rep. 


Edmund F. Kucharski, It-Chicago, the 
commission can borrow up to $500 
million to finance loons for houses, 
farms, apartments, condominiums or 
homo Improvements. Tho bill went to 
tho Senate 135 to 4. 


Other spending bills passed by tho 


House would earmark $189,000 to re- 


pair tho road leading to tho Bald 
Knob Cross In Union County and sot 
aside $1.36 million for tho Illinois Arts 
Council In fiscal 1976. 


Meanwhile, tho Senate approved 31 


to 6 a House bill to give persons 65 
years or older free fishing and hunt- 
Ing licenses. Introduced by Rep. Rob- 
ert Tcrzlch, D-Chlcago, tho bill must 
go back to the House for consideration 
of a Senate change. 


A HOUSE-PASSED bill increasing 


the exemption figures for inheritance 
tax purposes was approved 35 to 2 by 
tho Senate and sent to Gov. Daniel 
Walker. For spouses, assets up to 
$40,000 would not bo taxed. The figure 
is now $20,000.

How to help bone spurs 


My problem hn recently been lUnRnoied M cervical bone spurs. 
My left arm begin aching icverely mil after a few week* my 


forefinger began to get numb. My doctor ordered cervical iplne 
X-rayi which revealed the tpuri. 


I obtained a traction outfit which I am now lulng twice dxllv. 


gradually Increasing the weight. It has helped to relieve pain, but I 
find I muni be careful not to lilt heavy objects or stretch my arm to 
any extent. It I* also difficult finding a comfortable position In 
which to ileep. 


I received the Impression from my doctor that there Is not much 


that can be done for cervical spurs. Needless to say. this Is ex- 
tremely depressing. 
, 


1 am female and IR years old, not terribly overweight and In good 


health otherwise. I had a hysterectomy two years ago. I'm talcing 
lemate hormones. 


Is It possible to have these spurs removed surgically, nnd If they 


are, will they grow hack or will new ones keep growing? My fears 
are dun to my mother having had three spurs removed from her 
heels la the past two years, one being dissolved by some kind ol 
Injection which was extremely painful. 


Pressure on tho norvos from the cervical (neck) portion of the 


splnnl cord by diseases of tho cervical spine Is fairly common. 
These can be from spur growth as you describe, and they can be 
from degenerated cervical discs. Tlmo alone seems to relieve some 
o( tho milder cases. In other Instances traction, such as you are 
using, and other measures arc necessary. 


When tho problem Is a degenerated cervical disc It can be cor- 


rected surgically If more conservative treatment doesn't get re- 
sults. Some spurs can be removed as can other bony growths, 
However, each case has to bo judged on its own merits. Sometimes 
spurs are a regrowth of bone that has degenerated because of 
disease, such as arthritis. In theso Instances surgery may not be 
desirable. 


Of course, If there Is pressure on a vital area of the spinal cord or 


nerves, surgery may be mandatory. Surgery can bo useful In some 
cases where tho joints or spine are damaged by arthritis. 


I think you should follow your doctor's advice. You may be pleas- 


antly surprised with the good results you get in time. U you contin- 
ue to hnvo trouble finding a good position to sleep in, perhaps your 
doctor will prescribe a supporting collar you con wear at night. 


It Is hard to find a good position to sleep in when you have a sore 


neck, and a neck support will often help solve tho problem without 
putting your neck In an undesirable position. 


People with a variety of neck problems find they cannot or should 


not lift heavy objects or do any typo of straining activity. If all goes 
well, you may bo ablo to return to fairly normal activity in a 
reasonably short length of time. Again, though, that depends upon 
tho real cause of lira spur formation itself.

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Law to keep drunks off the streets delayed again 


Enforcement of a law passed last year requiring po- 


lice to take drunks homo or to tho hospital Instead of 
jail has been delayed by a lack of funds. 


Tho law was to have gone Into effctt last fall, but 


Gov. Daniel Walker used his amcndatory-vclo power to 
delay Implementation until July 1. 


Now two bills would delay tho law's Implementation 


even longer. A bill passed by tho Senate calls for a year 


while a House measure calls for a six-month delay. 


Tho delay may bo warranted, however, because while 


the state agency charged with administering the law 
has prepared a model system to enforce It, no network 
of agencies has been set up because no money has been 
appropriated. 


SAM CARDONE, alcoholism coordinator for the Illi- 


nois Dcpt. of Mental Health, said his agency has the 


ultimate responsibility for admlnstering the bill. 


Cardone said his agency Is operating on the assump- 


tion that the law will go Into effect July 1. But he noted 
that operating funds have not been appropriated and 
probably will not be until the legislature makes up its 
mind on a starting date. Cardone estimated the state 
agency will need $5 million to get the program under 
way. 


But while Cardone said the program could go Into 


effect this summer, Phyllis Snyder, director of the Chi- 
cago Alcoholic Treatment Center, said the Implementa- 
tion is far from ready to go. 


Snyder Indicated police could face problems with the 


law, for example, if a person wants to be taken home 
and it Is outside the political jurisdiction of the police- 
man who stops him for intoxication.

west suburbs. It Is open fields, a vacant lot and nearby 
wetlands. Next year, It may disappear beneath a hous- 
ing project or Industrial park. 


Yet progress can make room [or open space. It's a 


notion that unites area citizens, community groups and 
government agencies In a common cause. 
Prospect Heights South Slough 


"Community groups can bo a moving force to show 


the needs for open space and recreational facilities," 
said Ronald Grccnbcrg, Prospect Heights Park District 
director. The Impetus o( Izaak Walton League's Pros- 
pect chapter and other local volunteers' Involvement 
sparked Interest in the preservation of the South Slough 
near I interest Lake along 111. Rtc. 83, Grccnbcrg said. 


Although (he park district has acquired only 1,5 acres 


of tho proposed nature preserve's 13 acres, Grccnbcrg 
said donations and federal grants may enable the dis- 
trict to buy additional wetland space. 


"People are concerned that this natural area will bo 


filled In and destroyed," Grccnbcrg said. "Open space 
has a psychological and sociological Impact on an area. 
It's tho difference between wall-to-wall buildings com- 
pared to green areas." Open space is tho answer to 
many questions about the quality of life, Grccnbcrg 
said. "Where do residents go when they want to play 
volleyball? Where docs the rain go? Where do animals 
go, and what do you do with a fish?" 


"It's not land separated from everything else," 


Grccnbcrg continued. "Everything Is Interrelated, tho 
environment, tho people in tho area and tho people 
moving to tho area. That's why tho Cook County forest 
preserve system has been so good." 


There is urgency in the campaigns to preserve 


added open space area, ho said. "First, if you wait long 
enough you will lose It. And two, property values do not 
go down, they go up. What used to bo $15,000 an acre 
may go up to $30,000 an acre, and money Is very tight." 
Land acquisition and leasing arrangements eventually 
may enable tho park district to offer sufficient recrea- 
tion lands for tho community, Grccnbcrg said.

"People need to get involved in tho planning of their 


own region," said Wayne Schlmpff, acting director of 
tho Open Lands Project, Chicago. "Tho gut-level reac- 
tion of the average citizen often is tho key to open space 
preservation for community use," ho said.

The project has been a catalyst in the preservation of 


prairies, woods, bogs, streams, shorelines and ponds in 
the Chicago area and beyond, Schlmpff said. Library 
resources and the assistance of planners are available 
to citizens. 
Spring Valley Nature Center 
Among the groups assisted by Open Lands project is 


a committee set up to launch Spring Valley Nature Cen- 
ter, Schaumburg. Ellsworth Mcineke, chairman of the 
Spring Valley Committee, said tho nature center land 
acqulstion program is "just beginning." The committee 
includes four area groups: the Village of Schaumburg, 
Schaumburg Park District, the municipal Bicentennial 
committee and the Spring Valley Nature Club, 


"It doesn't take too long to find a suitable site," 


Micncko said, "but it seems to take longer to raise 
money for the land acquisition." The nature center en- 
joys the support of many residents, Meineke said. Envi- 
ronmental specialists and an expert In native plant ma- 
terials arc among the supporters. 


When additional land is acquired for the nature sanc- 


tuary and native trees and shrubs are planted, the cen- 
ter will host "an endless stream of people," Meineke 
said. "It's a 200-year project. Look how long it takes to 
grow a slow-growing tree. That's how long it will take 
for nature to restore the balance of the various ecosys- 
tems In the area." 


"It's a matter of tedious negotiations right now," 


Paul Derda, Schaumburg director of porks said of the 
nature center activity. "We acquired 6& committed 
acres; we're dealing with three individuals on other 
lands and seeking the funds through tho state Dept. of 
Conservation and one federal grant.

Land-use planning should be accom- 


plished at the state and local levels, 
said Robert Bannister, manager of en- 
vironmental affairs for the National 
Assn. of Realtors. 


"Statisticians tell us that in the next 


28 years, all that has been built In the 
history of this nation will have to be 
duplicated," he said. "That is, the 
equivalent of every school, pipillne, 
power plant, shopping center, factory 
and highway that has been built dur- 
ing our first 200 years will have to be 
matched to accommodate market and 
population demands projected for the 
yenr 2000. Obviously land-use plan- 
ning has to be undertaken to accom- ' 
pany this growth. 
<' 


"The question Is — who docs the 


planning?" he asked. "I would sug- 
gest that the federal government has 
no business Intervening In local land- 
use decisions, particularly to the ex- 
tent mandated under the banner of 
environmental protection." 


There has been a conspicuous ab- 


sence in Environmental Protection 
Agency's regulations, he said, regard- 
ing the need to consider growth and 
housing needs. "I would like to sug- 
gest that there Is an alternative to a 
heavy-handed federal approach," 
Bannister said. "The alternative Is for 
Congress to; pass legislation that 
would redirect this land-use control 
authority back to the states and local- 
ities. 


"The legislation should make funds 


available for states and localities to 
Initiate better land-use planning. This 
legislation should require that social 
and economic factors be weighed 
equally with environmental consid- 
erations," Bannister said. 


property, the citizens' committee would like to see com- 
munity use of at least 40 acres of open space at the 
facility, McDonnell said. 


Citizen involvement In the Nike Base land use Issue Is 


direct and effective, McDonnell said. "People like my- 
self decided to speak out," he said. "It takes more than 
waiting for park district lands." Pickets, letters and 
telegrams sent to congressmen, petitions, contacts with 
news media and trips to Washington have been used in 
the Nike base campaign. 


Additional "conversations" with Army representa- 


tives are slated during the summer, and the Army is 
expected to reassess how much land it requires for 
training purposes by Oct. 31. 


Another type of open-space preservation Is the plan 


by the DCS Plaines Park District to lease a 30-acre 
prairie park site alongside the Chicago and North West- 
ern Ry. tracks In DCS Plaines, from the railroad. Nego- 
tiations with a local retailer for'an access route to the 
park land continue, with the support of the park district 
and the Des Plaines Bicentennial Commission. 


Open space serves several purposes for the local com- 


munity, said Lawrence Christmas, executive director of 
the Open Land Project and coordinator of the newly 
formed Illinois Land Use Committee. Recreation, pre- 
servation of unique areas such as bogs and marsh areas 
and the use of land not suited for development are 
accomplished, Christmas said. "It's not enough to think 
in terms of serving the interests of the conservationists, 
but in terms of good urban planning. 


"Time is running out. In the Northwest suburbs, the 


tragedy is the lack of planning in the O'Hare area. 
Each municipality. In looking for a tax base, neglected 
open space," Christmas said. Open space .supporters 
suffer a lack of clout and funds, he said. "But some- 
body has to make the case for open space .. . Citizens 
have to do it if no one else will." Studies arc avalable to 
citizen groups, indicating the bargain of open space 
compared with flood plain construction, he said. 


Christmas said there is a nted for comprehensive land- 


use planning as an alternative to piecemeal devel- 
opment. The need for state impetus in open-space con- 
servation is seconded by Rodney Engelen, senior vice 
, president of Barton-Aschman Associates, Inc., planning 
firm in Chicago. 


Des Plaines Prairie Park 


"The forest preserve system in Cook County is an 


excellent example of the thing that needs to be done 
again," Engelen said. "I have a feeling that if we're 
going to move ahead on a grand scale, it will probably 
take an effort by the state government," he said, citing 
the high cost of land acquisition.

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Frequent mistakes home sellers make 


If you arc a homeowner preparing 


to tell your homo, you would bo well 
advised to avoid the most common 
mistakes sellers make. 


The five most common mistakes of 


home sellers, as determined by a sur- 
vey of the 30 Chicago-area sales of- 
fices of Balrd It Warner, Inc., are: 


Attempting to sell a homo by your- 


self rather than listing with a Real- 
tor; setting an unrealistic price; fail- 
Ing to give your homo the best pos- 
sible appearance; interfering with the 
salesman when he's showing the 
homo; and unreasonably restricting 
when the property can bo shown. 


Robert G. Walters, senior vico pres- 


ident and general sales manager, rest' 
dcntlal division, had this to say in ex- 
planation of each mistake: 


"It's possible, of course, to sell your 


home on your own, but trying to sell 
without professional help can be one 
of the most difficult experiences of 
your life," Walters advises. "The pro- 
fessional knows how and where to ad- 
vertise your home, knows how to 
screen prospective buyers to best 
match up the buyer with the home, 
usually has a host of buyers at his 
fingertips and as a professional, he 
has his finger on the pulse of the mar- 
ket." 


"If the house isn't priced according 


to fair market value, and if tho asking 
price is too high, you're going to scare 
away prospective buyers," Walters 
warns. 


And, he adds, "If you don't know 


tho market, you may price your house 
too low, risking tho loss of thousands 
of dollars." 


Here again, he says, Is an area in 


which the role of tho Realtor is of 
prime Importance, because as a pro- 
fessional, ho will estimate the value of 
tho homo fairly and objectively. 


Failure to maintain homo to provide 


tho best possible appearance during 
show to prospective buyers. 


According to the Balrd & Warner 


managers surveyed, this point in- 
cludes a multitude of mistakes as well' 
as general carelessness Inside and 
outside tho house. Hero, from their 
combined experience, ore some fac- 
tors that will make your house diffi- 
cult to sell: 


Poor housekeeping: Includes un- 


made beds; cluttered rooms; general 
unclcanllncss/of home; and cluttered, 
messy closets. 


Poorly maintained landscaping and 


grounds: Uncut gross,, untrlmmed 
hedges, trees, and flowers; dirty 
driveways and sidewalks in warm 
w e a t h e r ; Icy or snow-packed 
driveways and walks during the win- 
ter; toys cluttering the grounds. 


Failure to make necessary repairs 
v 


before placing home on tho market. 


"Everything in the home should be 


In reasonably good repair, including 
plumbing, the electrical system, the, 
furnace and hot water tank, the air 
conditioning unit, the roof and the 
complete physical plant of the bouse," 
Walters and his managers advise. 


Reluctance to decorate Just prior to 


putting tho house up for sale. Accord- 
Ing to tho consensus of tho veteran 
professionals surveyed, the home 
should be freshly decorated, prefera- 
bly in neutral colors (white or off- 
white) to give the home a crisp, 
bright look. If a frame bouse, the ex- 
terior should be freshly painted, and if 
a brick house, all trim should bo 
carefully scraped and neatly painted. 
This, of course, should include the 
painting of gutters and downspouts, 
fencing, and garage, if unattached. 


Even If tho buyer wants to redeco- 


rate in his own colors, they say, he or 
she will have a much" better attitude 
toward tho homo if it has a sparkling 
look. 


"It doesn't cost a fortune to deco- 


rate, and cosmetic improvements 
really do help to sell a house," Wal- 
ters advises. 


Also, ho says, "spending a few hun-

An analysis of existing homo sales, 


In 1974 by Baird It Warner, Inc. shows' 
that job mobility — a combination of 
transfers or voluntary relocation — 
continues to be the dominant reason 
whv existing homes are being bought 
and sold In the Chicago metropolitan 
nrcu. 


Sellers and buyers were asked why 


they were buying or selling homes 
and Baird & Warner, which has 30 
sales offices in the city and suburbs, 
got replies from the paries in 3,529 
transactions. This is about 88 per cent 
of the 3,983 transactions recorded by 
the company's residential sales divi- 
sion last year. Volume a year earlier 
was 3,910 transactions. 


According to the company's com- 


puter data, the end result is almost a 
mirror Image of what has been oc- 
curring for the last several years, 
boom or bust: company transfers or 
moving voluntarily for a better job 
accounted for about half if the sales 
and purchases on about the same to- 
tal volume. 


Taken together, job transfer and 


voluntary relocation, which generally 
Involves a job change, was the answer 
provided by 50.7 per cent of the buy- 
ers, reported Robert G. Walters, se- 


formnnco in the top five per cent no- 
ton wide.

The recently enacted Tax Reduction 


Act of 1975 is an extremely complex 
law, and has raHcd many questions 
among homclmycrs and housing In- 
dustry experts alike Following arc 
answers to some questions regarding 
lax credit proviiloiM for home pur- 
chase. 


Q What types of housing qualify for 


the tax credit? 


A. The lax credit applies to certain 


now single-family home*, townhouscs. 
condominiums, cooperative units and 
mobile homes. Any of these must be 
used as the taxpayer's principal resi- 
dence in order to qualify for the tax 
credit. 


The tax credit also may apply to 


owner-occupied units in onc-to four- 
family structures. And It applies, In 
modified form, to homes being built 
by the taxpayer. 


Q How much is the tax credit? 
A The amount Is five per cent of 


the purchase price of the now princi- 
pal residence to a maximum of $2,000 
credit. There is no ceiling on the pur- 
chase price of the home The Internal 
Revenue Service defines purchase 
price as "the adjusted (tax) basis of 
the now principal residence on which 
the credit is computed." 


If the laxpajer sells his old princi- 


pal residence and realizes a gain on 
the sale, the adjusted tax basis on 
which the tax credit Is computed Is 
the purchase price of the new princi- 
pal residence less the amount of gain 
not recognized. 


Q When must one acquire and oc- 


cupy property to qualify for the tax 
crctlll? 


A. The tax credit applies to a new 


principal residence acquired and oc- 
cupied by the taxpayer after March 
12, 1373, and before January 1, 1977. 
However, if the residence was not 
built by the taxpayer. It must have 
been acquired by him under a binding 
conlr.ict entered into before January 
1, 1978 


Q How docs the law determine 


when a taxpayer IMS "acquired" a 
residence? 


A (axpn)cr U considered to have 


acquired a residence when legal title 
to It Is convc}cd to him at settlement. 
"Acquired" also can mean that a 
taxpayer has possession of a resi- 
dence In accordance with a binding 
purchase contract under which he 
makes periodic payments until he be- 
comes entitled, under tho contract, to 
demand conveyance of title. 


Q How soon docs one receive tho 


lax credit? 


A. Tho Internal Revenue Service 


has not yet made a final decision on 


that question. However, It appears 
that tho tax credit would be realized 
when tho taxpayer files bis Income 
tax for tho year 1975. At that time, the 
taxpayer would subtract from his tax 
liability (the amount of taxes he 
owes) an amount equal to five per 
cent of the purchase price of the 
home, not to exceed $2,000, or to the 
limit of his tax liability, whichever Is 
less. 


However, the credit may not bo 


claimed until both the acquisition and 
occupancy tests have been satisfied. 
For example, if tho taxpayer Is 
unable to occupy the property until 
sometime during 1976, even though 
tho acquisition test was met in 1075, 
the tax credit would bo claimed on the 
1976 Income tax return. 


Q. How much tax credit is allowed 


for tho taxpayer who Is building his 
own home? 


A. If construction was begun before 


March 13,1975, only construction after 
March 12, 1975, will be taken into ac- 
count In determining the amount of 
credit allowable. 


Q. Can the owner of a duplex or 


triplex obtain a lax credit? 


A Tho taxpayer can claim a tax 


credit on that portion of the purchase 
price allocablc to the unit he occupies 
as his principal residence. 


Q. Arc porchascrs of condominiums 


eligible for the tax credit? 


A. The Internal Revenue Service 


states that, to bo eligible for a tax 
credit, the residence must be new. 
T h e r e f o r e , new unoccupied con- 
dominlums in new buildings would be 
eligible. Conversions to condominiums 
from apartments would not be eligible 
no matter how extensive the renova- 
tion.

struction over the next 15 to 20 years. 


THE VILLAGE board referred the 


master plan to the Arlington Heights 
Plan Commission for further hear 
Ings. The question of how the stadium 
would be financed win be considered 
by the village board itself,in future 
committee-of-the-whole meetings. 


Without providing any specifics, 


Moore said the conclusion of financial 
consultants hired to study the stadium 
is that "financing is feasible without 
substantial risk to the village and In 
fact with considerable benefit" 


A feasibility report by Touche Ross 


and Co., Chicago, accountants, is not 
yet complete, he said. 


MOORE IMPLIED that general ob- 


ligation bonds, paid for with real es- 
tate taxes, may be needed to supple- 
ment revenue bonds which ere paid 
for exclusively out of money derived 
from the operation of the stadium. 


"We explored all possibilities of fi- 


nancing and we're not proposing any 
specific bond issue or proposal That 
is a policy decision for the village 
board," he said. 


He said that the trustees will have 


to compare income from the stadium 
to the debt service on general obliga- 
tion bonds to determine if the stadium 
would be a good investment. 
' "Give us a chance, 'in normal, for- 
mal public hearings to substantiate 
the things we have said tonight," he 
said. 


SOME DETAILED financial Infor- 


mation was passed out to the village 
board Wednesday night and will be 
placed on file for public inspection at 
the Arlington Heights Library, 500 N. 
Dunton Ave. • 


Moore characterized the over-all de- 


velopment plan as "spectacular," and 
noted that the housing plan had fewer 
units, in shorter buildings than a pre- 
vious proposal for a 5,000-unlt devel- 
opment that included twelve 32-story 
high-rise buildings.

Moore said 
that storm water retention and a 
redesigned creek would "help correct 
the flooding problems that has been 
plaguing Rolling Meadows along Salt 
Creek." 


"We will help our neighbors with 


detention regardless of any long-range 
plans that the Illinois Division of Wa- 
terways may have. Our development 
is not dependent in any way what- 
soever on what they may do some- 
day," he said. 


A traffic study presented to the 


board predicts that 58 per cent of the 
stadium traffic would use 111. Rte. 53; 
12 per cent would use north Wilke 
Road; 13 per cent, south Wilke Road; 
9 per cent, Euclid Avenue, and 8 per 
cent Northwest Highway. 


With the Wilke and Hicks roads Im- 


provement, it will be possible to min- 
imize traffic on Rohlwing Road, tb« 
study says. 


"We are down-playing Rohlwing 


Road completely. We don't want traf- 
fic going through Rolling Meadows 
(and Palatine)," the race track's traf- 
fic consultant told.the board.

Once upon a time millions of 
persons grow up on a farm or near 
enough to the actual growing source 
o[ fruits to loom as a small child 
uhot was prime quality In fruit and 
\vhnt was not. 


Now, the source of supply Is often 


thousands of miles away from the en- 
ter. . .whoso ability no longer Is honed 
liy seasonal growing exposure. It still 
holds that fresh fruits are best In 
quality and lowest In cost when In 
season. But whoso season? 


Now wo get watermelons and canta- 


loupes, for example, In December 
from Mexico and Spain. In most areas 
strawberries are a year-round thing, 
too. Haw then to select fresh fruits 
that wind up In the local super- 
market? 


To (tct the most for your money buy 


only the amount of fruit you will use 
within a few days. It Is possible to 
keep ripe fruits — apricots, necta- 
rines, peaches, plums and pears — In 
the refrigerator for 3 la 5 days but 
storage beyond this time Isn't recom- 
mended. Fruits will soften, skins 
shrivel and decay becomes rapid. In 
general, pick fruits that are ripe or 
almost ripe, fairly firm to slightly 
soft, and well-colored for their varie- 
ty. Very firm or hard fruit is imma- 
ture and may not ripen properly. Too 
soft fruits, are overripe and decay 
started. 


Here are some guides to selecting 


fresh fruit: 


APPLES — Now held In controlled 


atmosphere making a variety avail- 


able year-round. Select apples that 
appear firm, crisp, bright, clean and 
well-colored. Well-colored apples usu- 
ally give full flavor. Apples picked 
when Immature often lack color and 
thus flavor. Avoid those with bruises 
or nicks unless you're planning to 
cook them Immediately. 


APRICOTS — There Is nothlng.llkc 


a trcc-rlpcncd apricot. Apricot should 
bo mature, plump, of a uniform gold-, 
en color and Juicy. Avoid Immature 
apricots that are greenish in color. 
These never will ripen to taste. 


AVOCADOS — Now shipped year- 


round. Avoid bruised fruit. No rela- 
tionship, between size and ripeness or 
flavor.' Only the touch test works 
hero. Since avocados ripen without re- 
frigeration, buy them for later use. 
Test of readiness Is when flesh yields 
to gentle pressure of fingers. 


BERRIES — Look for bright, fresh 


clean berries. Avoid wot and leaky 
berries. Staining t of containers-, may 
mean crushed, leaky fruit. Black- 
berries or raspberries with cllngcaps 
may be underripe. Overripe berries 
ore dull In color and soft. Unripe ber- 
ries may show a green or^off-color. 
Avoid mold or decay. Strawberries 
should bo fully ripened, bright red. 
They will not ripen after being picked. 


BANANAS — Commercial handling 


vital hero. Bruising means waste. Se- 
lect those that arc wcll-flllcd-out and 
of characteristic shape. Avoid spindly, 
oddly shaped bananas. Too golden and 
green areas mean too starchy and not 
sweet. 


MELONS — A real' problem since 


most are shipped before ripening. A 
smooth, depressed scar at the stem 


ends' means ripe, picked when fully 
mature, thus with full sugar content. 
Ripe cantaloupes have yellowish sur- 
face" color; honeydews a creamy col- 
or; crcnshaws n golden-yellow color; 
Persian melons a dull gray-green. 
Ripe melon give fruity aroma and 
are slightly soft$t blossom end. Give 
most-melons of tlife type bought in su- 
permarket at least two or three days 
to ripen at room temperature. 


ORANGES,; GRAPEFRUIT 
and 


LEMONS - Look for .well-shaped 
fruit, heavy for size. Heavy fruits usu- 
ally are thick-skinned and contain 
more juice than coarse-skinned, puffy 
or spongy fruit.' Fruits somewhat 
pointed at the stem end tend to be 
thick-skinned. Color is not true In- 
dicator of quality. Oranges with a 
•slight greenish tlngo may be Just as 
ripe as fully colored ones. 


GRAPES — Look for grapes firmly 


attached to stem, plump, fresh look- 
ing. Red or black varieties should 
have slightly amber tone for best fla- 
vor 'and sweetness. Grapes, like 
strawberries, are picked ripe and do 
not ripen off the. vine. 


PEACHES — Insist on' mature 


peaches, no green ones. Quality de- 
pends upon maturity and soundness. 
Best quality are fairly firm, not 
bruised or yellow or red color over 
entire surface. Hydro-cooled fruit al- 
lows picking nearest ripe stage. Green 
fruit shrivels. In taste test, if fruit is 
not sweet, it never will be. 


PEARS — Winter pears, Anjou, 


Base, Cornice, are marketed when un- 
derripe and will ripen at home at 
room temperatures. Pears are ripe 
and ready to eat'when they yield 


slightly to moderate finger pressure. 
Oddly, tree-ripened pears are much 
inferior to those picked green for 
market' to ripen later. Avoid ble- 
mishes, wilted or' shriveled look.. 
Bartlett is yellow with yellow and red 
blush when ripe. Anjou is green or 
greenish yellow when ripe and the 
Bosc is green and brown golden rus- 
set. 


PINEAPPLE — Colors Vary but 


ripe pineapple has a fragrant, fruity 
, aroma. It is clean, eyes are flat, al- 
most hollow. The heavier the fruit for 
Its size the better the quality. Fruit 
picked too early does not ripen prop- 
erly and has dull yellowish appear- 
ance, eyes poorly developed and 
somewhat pointed. When fully ripe, 
the spikes at top pull out easily. Avoid 
those with decay or moldy spots. 
•PLUMS and PRUNES — These do 
not ripen after harvest. Immature 
fruit Is hard, often shows shrivelled 
appearance, has poor color and fla- 
vor. Overmature fruit Is too soft, 
leaky and flavor flat. Some varieties 
are fully ripe when color is yellowish- 
green; others when red, others when 
purplish blue or black. Softening at 
the Up is good indication of maturity. 


.MANGOES — Picked when mature, 


green, ripe when deep yellow or 
purple depending upon variety. Should 
be firm and well formed. 


PAPAYAS — Shaped like a pear 


and weigh 2 to 6 pounds. Picked at 
mature green stage. Eat when ripe, 
cook when green. ,Rlpe papayas have 
soft skin, uniformly 'orange-yellow 
skin, free of black blemishes and In- 
juries.

Frozen meat may be cooked satis- 


fnctorlly cither by defrosting prior to 
or during' cooking. To defrost, plact 
meat in Its original wrapping In the 
refrigerator. Allow 4 to 7 hours per 


Eliminate guesswork 


A meal thermometer will take the 


guesswork out of cooking pork to the 
proper degree of doncness. All fresh 
pork roasts — loins, shoulder cuts and 
fresh hams should be roasted to 170 
degrees Internal temperature. Roast 
"fully-cooked" hams to on Internal 
temperature of 140 degrees; "Cook- 
betoro-catlng" hams to 160 degree*. 
Smoked'shoulder rolls are roasted to 
170 dcgreei. 


pound for defrosting a large roast; 3 
to S hours per pound for a small 
roast; 12 to 14 hours for un Inch-thick 
steak. After .meat Is defrosted, It 
should be cooked the same way as 
other fresh meat. 


When cooking meat from'the frozen 


state, it Is necessary to allow addition- 
al cooking time. Frozen roasts require 
approximately a third to a half again 
as long for cooking as roasts which 
have been defrosted. The additional 
time needed for steaks and chops vari- 
es according to surface area and 
thickness of the meat. Thick frozen 
steaks and ground meat patties must 
be broiled further from the heat than 
defrosted ones in order that the meat 
will be cooked to the desired degree of 
doncness without becoming too brown.

Safe food must be planned, not left 


to chance. The advent of warmer 
weather accents the need for more 
careful planning. 


Sara Beck, consumer specialist with 


the Animal and Plant Health In- 
spection Service, U.S. Department of 
Agriculture agency that Inspects ev- 
cry animal and fowl destined for food 
moving across state lines, gives words 
of caution. 


State meat and poultry Inspection 


services maintain tho same rigid In- 
spection for meat and poultry moving 
In food channels within the state. 


However, tho efforts 
of these 


agencies, to make available clean, 
safe and wholesome food, will be In 
vain unless you take precautions to 
keep It that way. 


THESE PRECAUTIONS Include 


proper care In buying, storing, han- 
dling and cooking food, according to 
Miss Beck. 


Shop for meat, poultry and other 


perishable goods just before you 
check out. Unless you time your shop- 
ping, you may be tied up In store traf. 
fie or diverted by bargain hunting 
longer than you expected and the risk 
of contamination of perishables in 
your basket Increases. 


Make sure frozen foods are hard- 


frown and have been kept below the 
fratUne in the supermarket freezer. 


Miss Beck said that you can tell 


when frozen foods have been poorly 
handled by these signals. 


• Softness. When you pick up frozen 


food that feels soft, you know It has 
not been kept at zero degrees or be- 
low. 


• An Ice coating on the outside of 


the package. This is a good Indication 
that there has been some previous 
thawing amVrefreodng. 


When buying refrigerated 
foods 


make sure It Is cold, not Just rtom 
temperature. The temperature of the 
refrigerator cose should be 40 degrees 
or below. 


WHEN YOU'tlE checking out, »sk 


the clerk to bag cold food together. 
Frozen or refrigerated foods inter* 


Freezer savers . 


Here are some ways your freezer 


can help you save food dollars. 


Bits of cooked vegetables, too little 


for ano'.l.w serving, can be frozen In a 
container or freezer bag. Keep adding 
and as vegetables accumulate, use 
them to prepare soup stock. The last 
few slices In a bread loaf can be 
toasted, If necessary, rolled or blend- 
ed Into crumbs and frozen In a Con- 
tainer or freezer bag. They are then 
usable at any time for breading thh, 
chops, etc. 


sperscd with room temperature foods 
may warm up more quickly, especial- 
ly If you ore a half hour or more get- 
ting them to your home freezer or re- 
frigerator. 


Never bo tempted to do any more 


shopping after you have loaded your 
car with frozen and refrigerated 
foods. Head straight home and unpack 
the perishable foods first. Store them 
Immediately In the proper place. 


Food may not be safe to eat If held 


more than two hours at temperatures 
between 40 and 140 degrees. This In- 
cludes all the time of buying, storing, 
preparation and serving.

Diane Barton solves home decora- 


ting problems with carefully pre- 
planned splashes and stripes of paint. 


The young artist can straighten out 


a corner, enlarge an entire room or 
bring a lone piece of furniture into a 
group setting by /painting super- 
graphics on one wall. 


Because it's primarily for people 


who lack space (but would like to give 
the appearance of it), or'money 
(painting a wall is less expensive than 
hanging the same space with original 
art work) Diane, who lives on the 
fringes o f Chicago in Lamplighter 
Towers, has been decorating many 
apartments in the northwest suburbs. 


CHARGING BETWEEN $100 and 


$200 depending on the complexity of 
the design and its size, Diane first 
makes a house call 'to size up the 
room and problems involved. She then 
returns with a sketched design, rec- 
ommending colors that will coordinate 
with the furnishings and color scheme 
already in the room. 


The final step Is the simplest of all 


for Diane ... painting the wall. She 
uses regular flat latex unless a mural 
that Incorporates figures is requested. 
Then she favors acrylics. 


"Many people are afraid to use col- 


or. But what they don't realize is that 
painting a wall can change the whole 
effect or mood of a room," said 
Diane. 


Though much preplanning goes into 


each individual design, the actual 
painting Is second nature to her. 


"IT'S LIKE SEWING. Once you do 


It enough you get a certain feel for 
it." 


Miss Barton contends that people to- 


day desire something that is both 
practical and comfortable and, at the 
satne time, lively and cheerful. 


"Our ideas about home decorating 


are changing," she continued. "For 
instance, it used to be, you only saw 


, house plants in your grandmother's 


house. Now everyone has them. 
• 


"Supergraphlcs are really person- 


able. Unlike a print you buy, it's 
something you'll never see in your 
friends' home." 


Supergraphics are used to offset a corner chair and hassock. 
Carpet graphics substitute for paint. 


And though the initial investment Is 


$100, it might possibly be the only 
wall decoration necessary to set off 
the entire room. 


DIANE, WHO EARNED a B.A. in 


art from Northern Illinois University, 
began painting supergraphics three 
years ago for friends. 


"As a wedding gift I would just of- 


fer to come in and paint a wall." 


By word of mouth her talent be- 


came known. Requests came pouring 
In. She quit her job with a home deco- 
rating firm and began free lancing 
full-time. 


"Each design is functional," Diane 


continued showing snapshots she took 
of completed rooms. One showed how 
a wicker sun room was enhanced with 
sunbursts and leaves to bring hi the 
feeling of the out-of-doors. 


She sometimes incorporates mirrors 


into her work, tackles ceilings when 
warranted and hopefully this summer 
will have opportunity to make over an 
indoor pool. 
"FIRST THING I'd do is paint grass- 
hoppers and lady bugs on the bot- 
tom," she said. 


Occasionally Diane runs Into per- 


sons who appreciate her designs but 
arc hesitant to paint an entire wall. 


The solution is carpet graphics. 


Though she never repeats a design on 
another wall, she may save it and 
later make it into a carpet graphic 
wall hanging. 


A manufacturer who was "willing to 


risk and Invest In a young unknown," 
as Diane puts it, takes her designs 
and makes them into hangings with 
. hand-cut carpet remnants. 


They can be purchased framed or 


unframed and often, though smaller 
than an actual supergraphlc, have 
much the same effect on an individual 
room. 


DIANE SAID she has never dis- 


covered a room or wall for which she 
couldn't come up with a com- 
plimentary, functional Idea. 


"It's like play for me. When anyone 


calls me, I think great, someone is 
going to let me paint on their wall 
again." 


But Diane doesn't stop at walls. 


Anything will do. 


Plastic Parsons tables are fun and 


right now she is working on an an- 
tique harpsichord that someone 
thought needed some color.

Dear Dorothy: I am making celling- 


to-Iloor draperies and need to know 
how (or they should bo from the floor. 
1 bought a book by ono of tho drapery- 
attachment manufacturers and, while 
I have tho Job pretty well in hand, I'm 
just a bit nervous about this length 
bualncM.

Stop where you are and seek some 


professional advice. How a drapery 
will hang depends largely on the kind 
of fabric you are using. Even humid- 
Ity can came some draperies to come 
out longer than planned. All of us who 
have had experience can provide 
chapter and verso on this score. 


Once you know Just how your mate- 


rial Is likely to act, tho basic rules 
nro that traverse draperies, tho drap- 
ery should be one-half Incn from the 
floor (and check to make sure the 
floor Is level). If they are stationary 
draperies, they can touch the floor or 
even drape the area. A proper double 
hem makes draperies hang better. Go 
find out about the material you've 
chosen and than move ahead with 
confidence. • • • 


Dear Dorothy: I think a lot of your 


readers would be Interested in my tip 
for keeping appointments — and It af- 
fects the wholo family. Put a cuphook 
on the Inside of the bathroom door 
and hang a pretty cloth belt on It. 
Place a cluster of safety pins at Its 
end. All appointment cards from doc- 
tors, dentists and so on are pinned to 
tho belt and removed when tho dates 
have been kept. It's the best system 
I'vo ever found to keep track.

Clinic advises on appliance repairs 


Do-lt-yoursclf repairs can save con- 


sumers a lot of money, and General 
Electric is announcing a program to 
help its customers do Just that. 


Tho company is opening a free 


"major appliance diagnostic clinic" in 
Elk Grove Village. The clinic will be 
staffed by technical personnel from 
GE who will help GE and Hotpolnt 
appliance owners diagnose their prob- 
lems and give them technical advice 
on making repairs. 


The clinic will bo held Wednesday 


evenings from 6 to 9, beginning June 
4, at tho GE factory-service center, 10 
King St. 


The clinic, along with another one 


in Chicago, Is a test program which 
will bo watched by GE to determine 
whether it ought to be expanded 
or terminated. A similar pro 


• gram was tested two years ago and 
apparently was not considered suc- 
cessful by the company. However, 
GE's product service manager said 
the location and hours have been 
changed this time.

HAVE YOU NOTICED the "govern- 


ment inspected" seal on cans of tuna 
lately? It's part of a public relations 
blitz by tho tuna Industry to counter 
the effects of recent revelations con- 
cerning filth In tuna — but don't be 
too Impressed. 


You may recall that Consumer's 


Union last fall published a report In 
its magazine Consumer Reports that 
13 of 16 tuna brands it tested contain- 
ed things like rodent hairs and insect 
parts. 


The magazine concluded that the 


levels of filth found did not constitute 
a health hazard, but nevertheless 
should not be there, and suggested the 
tuna industry "badly needs a clean- 
up." 


So the tuna Industry ran to the Com- 


merce Department and asked to get 
into their National Marine Fisheries 
Service Inspection program, which 
has long been inspecting other kinds 
of seafood packed for retail sale. 


The catch is that the inspection does 


not Include a screening for the kind of 
dirt Consumers Union found. 


But that hasn't stopped distributors 


like Ralston Purina, which produces 
Chicken of the Sea, from launching a 
$1 million ad campaign to tout Its new 
"government seal of approval."

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Bicentennial 
powwow plans 
are off—again 


by STEVE BROWN 


DCS Plalnes probably won't have an 


Indian powwow this summer, but 
(here could be a "mountain" built In 
the city to commemorate the city's 
Bicentennial. 


Tho DCS Plalnes Bicentennial Com- 


mission was told Tuesday that the 
Mascoutln Indian Society would not 
sign a contract to hold a one-day 
event of Indian dancing and other ac- 
tivities. 


The event had been scheduled for 


July 12, but representatives of the 
Mascoutln Society told the commis- 
sion that a contract that called for a 
donation to be taken at tho gate was 
unacceptable. The society had asked 
tho commission and tho city to mako 
a donation to the organization. 


THE COMMISSION also heard a 


presentation from artist Buck Warren 
of Hanover Park to design a 20-foot- 
high "Mountain" to commemorate the 
Bicentennial. 


Tho commission took no action on 


tho proposal. Warren estimated that 
tho cost of tho project would bo about 
$20.000. 


Tho powwow proposal has been dis- 


cussed and revised several times. 


Original plans called for the event to 
bo held for three days at Maine West 
High School, but a snag developed 
among city, commission, school and 
Mascoutln representatives arrange- 
ments. 


Plans for tho one-day event devel- 


oped after tho Mascoutln Society de- 
cided not to hold a three-day powwow. 


DAVID WOLF, chairman ot he Bi- 


centennial Commission, declined to 
elaborate on tho details of why tho 
Moscoutins did not sign the contract. 
He Indicated that ho may hold a press 
conference In tho near future to dis- 
cuss the powwow. 


The commission also decided to ad- 


vise tho Des Plalnes Chamber of 
Commerce that it would approve of 
allowing horses in the Fourth of July 
parade. Several requests have been 
made to allow equestrian groups in 
tho parade. 


In past years horsemen have not 


been allowed to participate in the 
event sponsored by the Chamber of 
Commerce. 


Tho commission also is preparing a 


list of youth-related Bicentennial ac- 
tivities being planned in the dty.

11:58 p.m. Tuesday as he and another 
man sat counting money In an auto on 
tho 1300 block of Henry Street. Pollco 
wore sent to Investigate after a citizen 
reported "suspicious subjects" sitting 
In on auto, Clark said. 


Clark said after questioning tho 


men and conducting further 
In- 


vestigation, police discovered tho 
money had been taken In a burglary 
at Haas* Bakery, 1180 Loo St., earlier 
In the evening. 


Police said on employe of the bak- 


ery told police a man matching Bar- 
ham's description had been In the 
bakery earlier in tho day. Pollco be- 
llovo tho suspect may have entered 
tho bakery with a key taken at that 
time. 


Clark sold tho man with Barham at 


tho time of tho arrest was not charged 
because of Insufficient evidence. Bar- 
ham's bond was set at $10,000 and he

building In Des Plalnes to pave the 
way for parking for tho now civic cen- 
ter complex seems to bo gaining mo- 
mentum.

Wednesday night and two of the three 
members of tho dty council building, 
grounds and parking lots committee 
supported tearing It down. 


Tho future ol tho building has been 


debated numerous times, but no deci- 
sion has been made. 


Besides Aid. John Leer, 3rd, and 


Aid. Joseph Szabo, lit. indicating they 
favored razing tho structure, Mayor 
Herbert 11. Behrcl repeated his posi- 
tion (hat the building should be demol- 
ished. 


BEIIKEL HAD said several months 


ago that ho would not permit tho de- 
molition of the building,1 but Indicated 
that ho ravened his stand after plans 
for a (700,000 parking deck wero 
dropped. 


Behrcl said the space occupied by 


the old city hall building would bo 
needed for parking to servo tho six- 
story civic center building. Tho city 
has not provided any parking space 
for the Civic Center, and Behrel noted 
tho problem will bo compounded next 
fall when tho new police station Is 
completed. 


Leer, chairman of tho committee, 


hedged on whether the committee will 
recommend to demolish the building 
at tho City Council meeting Monday 
night. He noted that there Is already a 
motion before tho council to retain the 
building. 


Both the Des Plalnes Historical 


Society and the Bicentennial Commis- 
sion havo asked that tho building be 
retained .and used as a community 
center or museum. 


Two a l d e r m e n who attended 


Wednesday night's meeting Indicated 
they might oppose plans to demolish 
the old city hall. Aid. Irene Blrchfleld, 
5th, and Carmen Sarlo, 6th, havo fa- 
vored maintaining tho structure. 


Stadium 
earn Arlington 
million a year9

George Halas, 80-year-old owner of 


the Chicago Bears, declared Wednes- 
day night he hopes to "put to rest 
once and for aU time" any doubt 
about the Bears moving from Soldier 
Field to the Arlington Park Race 
Track. 


Halas announced at the opening of a 


special meeting of the Arlington 
Heights Village Board that ho Is pre- 
pared to sign a 35-year lease to use an 
80,000-scat stadium at the track "if 
tho people of Arlington Heights wel- 
come us." 
-The stadium could bring the Village 


of Arlington Heights $850,000 to $1 mil- 
lion a year in revenue, William J. 
Moore, attorney for the project, said. 
"This facility should be our Rand- 
hurst," Mooro said. 


HOWEVER SEVERAL residents of 


Arlington Heights who jammed the 
village board's council room for the 
presentation 'of a race track master 
plan urged the village board to go 
slow In considering tho stadium proj- 
ect and not be pressured by a Septem- 
ber construction deadline Moore laid 
down. They asked for a referendum ' 
on the project. 


Other parts of the master plan In- 
clude: 


• A residential development of 2,700 


units contained in six 15-story apart- 
ment buildings and a number of four- 
to six-story buildings. 


• An 82-acre parking lot that would 


provide space for 12,500 cars. 


• An office park near the Arlington 


Park train station and possibly a light 
Industrial park. • 


• The 'construction of two-story 


barns that would stable 2,100 horses. 


• The widening of Hicks and Indus- 


trial roads to accommodate stadium 
crowds. • 


• A police and fire sub-station. 
• A IB-acre public school and park 


site. 


Moore left unanswered-the question 


of how the stadium would be financed, 


WILLIAM MOORE 


other than to say municipal financing, 
through revenue or general obligation 
bonds, would be necessary to meet 
the'$29.76 million estimated construc- 
•tlon cost. 


The height of the proposed apart- 


ment buildings would not exceed the 
height of tho existing Arlington Park 
Hilton hotel, and tho height of the 
football stadium would be no greater 
than the race track 
grandstand, 


Moore said. 
-The 12,500 cars that'would pour into 


the race track for Bear games are 
1,500 more vehicles than now come to 
the race track on peak racing days, 
Moore testified. 


The stadium would be directly 


northwest of the present grandstand 
and doughnut-shaped parking lots 
would ring the structure, according to 
the plan. Residential development 
would take place north of the hotel. 


In total, 198 of the race track's 450 


acres would be involved in new con-

With a quiet hello, a handshake, a 


nod and kisses, Papa Bear came to 
the Northwest suburbs Wednesday 
night. 


George Halas, the mun who signed 


Red Grange to professional football 
and started the game on the road to- 
ward a Sunday ritual, came to a spe- 
cial meeting of the Arlington Heights 
Village Board with the men he hopes 
will enable him to build his dream 
stadium in the suburbs. 


Halas greeted

WILLIAM MOORE, acting as the 


stadium attorney and a longtime polit- 
ical figure around the village, in- 
troduced Halas. 


The pioneer stood at the microphone 


and spoke softly, his hands shifting 
nervously with his prepared notes. 


Ha was met in the village ball, he 


said, by "friendly people," and be 
was pleased. But he was "disturbed" 
by the persistent question that has fol- 
lowed him ever since his plans for the 
suburbs were first announced: "Are

Thomas Flynn, Oakton Community College board member, wants 


Oakton to offer tuition scholarships for Vietnamese refugees. 


Flynn proposed Tuesday that the college offer 25 scholarships for 


refugees each year for the next three years. Flynn said the college 
could teach refugees English or help develop vocational skills. 


After a half-hour debate, the board decided to postpone a decision 


on the suggestion until it can be determined whether refugees will 
actually settle In the college district 


Flynn said, "I think it would bo right If this college contributed 


something to these people. I'm not talking about the generals or the 
politicians who profited from the war, but I'm talking about the 
poor fishermen who escaped from communism." 


Board member Stephen Loska objected to Flynn's proposal. 
"To commit this district's public money to this leaves me very 


undecided," he said. "It seems to mo this is not the responsibility 
of this community. There would bo a large segment who would be 
against this sort of thing and another segment who would be for it. 
It would be very divisive," Loska said. 


Flynn's proposal was tabled after board members Ray Hartstcln, 


Vivian Mcdak and Harriet Hitter raid It was "premature." Mrs. 
Mcdak said, "Wo should table it and bring It back up later if 
refugees come to this area." 


Land for campus purchased

Discord perils water 
to bank fire station

The new Buffalo Grave lira station 


and Buffalo Grove National Bank may 
bo without water for some time If an 
agreement Is not reached soon on fi- 
nancing water lines to the area. 


The Buffalo Grove Village Board re- 


fused Tuesday to go Into arbitration In 
a dispute to share the installation 
costs of water and sanitary sou or 
lines along Dundee Road west of Golf- 
view Terrace. 


Representatives of the five property 


owners involved said they were sure 
the project would have to be paid by 
special assessment because of the vil- 
lage boards action. 


"I don't think any miracles will be 


performed. I don't think we will be 
able to agree," a representative from 
Klngsuood Methodist Church said. 


It had been hoped that the shares of 


the JM.ooo project could be worked 
out through arbitration rather than 
going to the costly special-assessment 
court procedure. 


TRUSTEE THOMAS Muhoncy said 


the village board would sign an arbi- 
tration agreement but It would set a 
$30.000 limit on the village's share of 
the project. The village already lias 
spent $1.500 on engineering fees and 
has had staff engineers do most of the 


other engineering work. 


Mohoncy's plan was accepted unan- 


imously, with the exception of Trustee 
Clarice Rcch, who left the meeting be- 
fore tho vote. 


New bids may have to be sought on 


the project because current bids will 
expire before the next village board 
meeting, the earliest time a contract 
could be awarded. Mahoncy said in- 
dications arc the low bidder will ex- 
tend Its bid the necessary 24 hours.

Voting for 
the full year were trustees Thomas 
Mahoncy, Robert Bogart and Jerry 
Drlscoll. 


The board unanimously granted the

George Halas, 80-year-old owner of 


the Chicago Bears, declared Wednes- 
day night he hopes to "put to rest 
once and for all time" any doubt 
about the Bears moving from Soldier 
Field to the Arlington Park Race 
Track. 


Halas announced at the opening of a 


special meeting of the Arlington 
Heights Village Board that he is pre- 
pared to sign a 35-year lease to use an 
80,000-seat stadium at the track "if 
the people of Arlington Heights wel- 
come us." 


The stadium could bring the Village 


of Arlington Heights $850,000 to $1 mil- 
lion a year in revenue, William J. 
Moore, attorney for tho project, said. 
"This facility should bo our Rand- 
hurst," Moore said. 


HOWEVER SEVERAL residents of 


Arlington Heights who jammed the 
village board's council room for the 
presentation of a race track master 
plan urged the village board to go 
slow in considering the stadium prof 
ect and not be pressured by a Septem- 
ber construction deadline Moore laid 
down. They asked for a referendum 
on tho project. 


Other parts of the master plan In- 


clude: 


• A residential development ot 2,700 


units contained in six 15-story apart- 
ment buildings and a number of four- 
to six-story buildings. 


• An 82-acrc parking lot that would 


provide space for 12,500 cars. 


• An office park near the Arlington 


Park train station and possibly a light 
industrial park. 


• The construction of two-story 


barns that would stable 2,100 horses. 


• The widening of Hicks and Indus- 


trial roads to accommodate stadium 
crowds. 


• A police and fire sub-station. 
• A 15-acre public school and park 


site. 


Moore left unanswered the question 


ot how the stadium.would be financed, 


WILLIAM MOORE 


other than to say municipal financing, 
through revenue or general obligation 
bonds, would be necessary to meet 
the $29.76 million estimated construc- 
tion cost. 


The height of the proposed apart- 


ment buildings would not exceed the 
height of the existing Arlington Park 
Hilton hotel, and the height of the 
football stadium would be no greater 
than the race track grandstand, 
Moore said. 


The 12,500 cars that would pour into 


the race track for Bear games are 
1,500 more vehicles than now come to 
the race track on peak racing days, 
Moore testified. 


The stadium would be directly 


northwest of the present grandstand 
and doughnut-shaped parking lots 
would ring the structure, according to 
the plan. Residential development 
would take place north of the hotel. 


In total, 198 of the race track's 450 


acres would be involved in new con-

areas and retention basins along the 
creek when the ditch floods.

Stadium 'could 
earn Arlington 
million a year5

George Hnlas, 80-year-old owner of 


the Chicago Bears, declared Wednes- 
day night he hopes to "put to rest 
once and for all time" any doubt 
about the Bears moving from Soldier 
Field to the Arlington Park Race 
Track. 


Halas announced at the opening of a 


special meeting of the Arlington 
Heights Village Board that he Is pre- 
pared to sign a 35-year lease to use an 
80,000-seat stadium at the track "U 
tho people of Arlington Heights wel- 
come us." 


The stadium could bring the Village 


of Arlington Heights $850,000 to $1 mil- 
lion a year In revenue, William J. 
Moore, attorney for the project, said. 
"This facility should be our Rand- 
hurst," Mooro said. 


HOWEVER SEVERAL residents of 


Arlington Heights who Jammed the 
village board's council room for the 
presentation of a race track master 
plan urged the village board to go 
slow in considering the stadium proj- 
ect and not be pressured by a Septem- 
ber construction deadline Moore laid 
down. They asked for a referendum 
on the project. 


Other parts of the master plan in- 


clude: 


• A residential development of 2,700 


units contained in six 15-story apart- 
ment buildings and a number of four- 
to six-story buildings. 


• An 82-acre parking lot that would 


provide space for 12,500 cars. ' 


• An office park near the Arlington 


Park train station and possibly a light 
industrial park. 


• The construction of two-story 


barns that would stable 2,100 horses. 


• The widening of Hicks and Indus-* 


trial roads to accommodate stadium 
crowds. 


• A police and fire sub-station. 


• • A 15-acrc public school and park 
site. 


Moore left unanswered tho question 


of how the stadium would be financed,

other than to say municipal financing, 
through revenue or general obligation 
bonds, would be necessary to meet 
the $29.76 million estimated construc- 
tion cost. 


The height of the proposed apart- 


ment buildings would not exceed the 
height of the existing Arlington Park 
Hilton hotel, and the height of the 
football stadium would be no greater 
than the race track 
grandstand, 


Mooro said. 


Tho 12,500 cars that would pour into 


the race track for Bear games are 
1,500 more vehicles than now come to 
the race track on peak racing days, 
Moore testified. 


The stadium would be directly 


northwest of the present grandstand 
and doughnut-shaped parking lots 
would ring the structure, according to 
the plan. Residential development 
would take place north of the hotel. 


In total, 198 of the race track's 450

Three amendments to tho Palatine flood plain ordinance that 


would permit construction In the flood plain have been recommend- 
ed by tho flood committee. 


The committee recommended that owners of buildings In tho flood 


plain that are more than SO per cent damaged by fire or tornado be 
allowed to rebuild tho damaged building to the previous ground 
floor dimension. 


Trustee Robert J. Cuss Jr. said tho amendment was necessary 


because some Insurance companies restrict collections to the re- 
building of tho structure on tho same property and that residents 
must bo allowed to rebuild on tho flood plain. 


A second amendment would allow persons with recessed garages

equipment made by his tlrm, Scars 
and Anderson Inc., Arlington Heights, 
Is clioscn for use In the building. He is 
president of the company. 


In u letter to the village board made 


public Tuesday, Anderson sold he 
would not knowingly sell his com- 
pany's products to anyone who might 
IHC them In the building. Ho nlso said 
he will not \otc on recommendations 
for awarding contracts for the. library. 


ANDERSON SAID he sought on 


opinion on the matter from Village 
Atty. John J. Zlromcrmann oflcr a 
contractor, who later bid on the li- 
brary job, asked him for current 
prices of flrc-cxtlngublilng 
equip- 


ment. 


The contractor, whom Anderson did 


not identify, was not low bidder on the 
project, he said. He alas mid lie has 
dealt with most of 'he contractors 
that bid on the building. 


"At this point 1 reullziHl that this 


could develop Into an embarrassing 
situation and I asked our village at- 
tornc>, Mr. Zimmcrmnnn. for guid- 
ance," Anderson sold. "Mr. 2lmmcr- 
mnnn Informed me that tinder present 
inwt In Illinois it could be considered 
a conflict of intrcst if any products 
originally sold by my company went 
Into the new building."

year's belt-tightening effort were six 
months of the tree-maintenance pro- 
gram, the village sidewalk program, 
tho purchase of new police squad cars 
and replacement^ village snowplows. 


Eppley said the first priority for- 


any new funds will bo salary Increas- 
es for village employes. 


"You've got to put the salaries 


ahead of everything else," he said.

raises in the 1075-76 budget, but 
pledged to look for new revenue 
sources In hopes of granting the 
raises retroactively. 


EPPLEY SAID that if new reve- 


nue* arc found, ho also wants the 
board to review other cuts hi tho 
budget. 


"Wo bit the bullet," ho said. Ho 


added that many needed Items were 
eliminated to produce a balanced 
budget. 


FOR EXAMPLE. Eppley said the 


police chief was "most reluctant" 
about not replacing the police squad 
can this fiscal year because tho ve- 
hicles arc in constant use. 


Tho same holds true for the replace- 


ment of the public works trucks used 
for snowplows. Eppley sold the village 
has been systematically replacing the 
trucks, but can't find the money this 
year to replace the 1005 models "that 
just can't be made to go anymore."

$37,628 from U.S. 


Mount Prospect has received an un- 


expected $37,628 in federal revenue- 
sharing funds for fiscal 1975-76, and 
part of the money may go to subsidize 
the Fourth of July parade.

George Halas, 80-year-old owner of 


the Chicago Bears, declared Wednes- 
day night he hopes to "put to rest 
once and for all time" any doubt 
about the Bears moving from Soldier 
Field to the Arlington Park Race 
Track. 


Halas announced at the opening of a 


special meeting of tho Arlington 
Heights Village Board that ho'is pre- 
pared to sign a 35-year lease to use an. 
80,000-scat stadium at the track "if 
the people of Arlington Heights wel- 
come us." 


The stadium could bring the Village 


of Arlington Heights $850,000 to $1 mil- 
lion a year in revenue, William J. 
Moore, attorney for the project, said. 
"This facility should be our Rand- 
hurst," Mooro said. 


HOWEVER SEVERAL residents of 


Arlington Heights who jammed the 
village board's council room for the 
presentation of a race track master 
plan urged the village board to go 
slow In considering the stadium proj- 
ect and not be pressured by a Septem- 
ber construction deadline Moore laid 
down. They asked for a referendum 
on the project. 


Other parts of the master plan in- 


clude: 


• A residential development of 2,700 


units contained In six 15-story apart* 
mcnt buildings and a number of four- 
to six-story buildings. 


• An 82-ncre parking lot that would 


provide space for 12,500 cars. 


• An office park near the Arlington 


Park train station and possibly a light 
industrial park, 


• The construction of two-story 


barns that would stable 2,100 horses. 


• The widening of Hicks "and Indus- 


trial roads to accommodate stadium 
crowds. 


• A police and fire sub-station. 
• A IS-acre public school and park 


site. 


Moore left unanswered tho question 


of how the stadium would be financed,

other than to say municipal financing, 
through revenue or general obligation 
bonds, would be necessary to meet' 
the $29.76 million estimated construc- 
tion cost. 


The height of the proposed apart- 


ment buildings would not exceed the 
height of the existing Arlington Park 
Hilton hotel, and the height of the 
football stadium would be no greater 
than the race track 
grandstand, 


Mooro said. 


The 12,500 cars that would pour into 


the race track for Bear games are 
1,500 more vehicles than now come to 
the race track on peak racing days, 
Mooro testified. 


The stadium would be directly 


northwest of the present grandstand 
and doughnut-shaped parking lots 
would ring the structure, according to 
the plan. Residential development 
would take place north of the hotel. 


In total, 198 of the race track's 450

Halas announced at the opening of a 


special • meeting of the Arlington 
Heights Village Board that he Is pre- 
pared to sign a'35-year lease to use an 
80,000-seai stadium at the track "if 
the people of Arlington Heights wel- 
come us." 
• The stadium could bring the Village 
of Arlington Heights $850,000 to $1 mil- 
lion a year in revenue, William J. , 
Moore, attorney for the project, said. < 
"This facility should be our Rand- - 
hurst," Moore said. 


HOWEVER SEVERAL residents of 


Arlington Heights who jammed the 
village board's council room for the 
presentation of a race track master 
plan urged the village board to go 
slow In considering the stadium proj- 
ect and not be pressured by a Septem- 
ber construction deadline Moore laid 
down. They asked for a referendum 
on the project. 


Other parts of the master plan in- 


clude:

• A residential development of 2,700 


units contained In six 15-story apart- 
ment buildings and a number of four- 
to six-story buildings. 


• An 82-acro parking lot that would 


provide space for 12,500 cars. 


• An office park near the Arlington 


Park train station and possibly a light 
Industrial park. 


• The construction of two-story 


barns that would stable 2,100 horses. 


• The widening of Hicks and Indus- 


trial roads to accommodate stadium ~ 
crowds. 


• A police and fire sub-station. 
• A 15-acro public school and park ._ 


site. 


Moore left unanswered the question 


of how the stadium would be financed,- 
other than to say municipal financing, 
through revenue or general obligation 
bonds, would be necessary to meet 
the $29.76 million estimated construc- 
tion cost. 


The height of the proposed apart- 


ment buildings would not exceed the- 
height of the existing Arlington Park 
Hilton hotel, and the height of the 
football stadium would be no greater 
than the race track 
grandstand, 


Moore said. 


The 12,500 cars that would pour .into, 


the race track for Bear games are 
1,500 more vehicles than now come to 
the race track on peak racing days, 
Moore testified. 


The stadium would bo directly 


northwest of the present grandstand 
and doughnut-shaped parking lots 
would ring the structure, according to 
the plan. Residential development 
would take place north of the hotel. 


In total, 198 of the race track's 450 


acres would be involved in new con-

Northwest Suburban Special Educa- 


tion Organization officials will at- 
tempt to solve problems that have 
been the subject of parent complaints 
about the areawide deaf-education 
program at Kensington School in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


Gloria Kinney, executive director of 


the Northwest Education Cooperative, 
which supervises NSSEO, Wednesday 
said she has sent a letter to parents 
saying It is in the best Interest of the 
program and the children to try and 
work out the differences with the pro- 
gram at Kensington. 


Twelve of the 19 families with chil- 


dren enrolled in the program have pe- 
titioned to have It removed from Ken- 
sington and from the control of Ar- 
lington Heights Dist. 25. The parents 
have said there is poor acceptance 
and cooperation at Kensington, good 
teachers have been dismissed, the 
speech development program is In- 
adequate and there Js a lack of coordi- 
nation between the Kensington pro- 
gram and the junior high program in 
River Trails Dist. 26. 


AT LEAST THREE of the families 


have stated they will remove their 
children from the program if it is not 
placed in another school. Some par- 
ents are asking that the program be 
returned to Ridge School in Elk Grove 
Village, where it was located about 
two years ago. 


Mrs. Kinney said all parents had 


been contacted by the NSSEO coor- 
dinator of hearing-Impaired pro- 
grams. "We will sit down with each 
parent and see what can be worked 
out," she said. Mrs. Kinney said Dist. 


25 officials "are very willing to work 
this out. We are certainly not going to 
close down the program. There are 
many alternatives we want to ex- 
plore." 


She said all of the districts that 


send children to the Kensington pro- 
gram will be involved In solving par- 
ent complaints. Currently children 
from Dist. 25, Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59, Dist. 26, Schaumburg Town- 
ship Dist. 54 and East Maine Dist. 63 
are enrolled.

Elk Grove 
dumps plans 
for stadium

Elk Grovo Village officials have 


scrapped plans for a major multi-pur- 
pose arena because It appears the fa- 
cility would bo unable to pay for it- 
self. 


A preliminary financial feasibility 


study prepared by Peat, Morwick, 
Mitchell and Co. released this week 
quashed hopes for selling revenue 
bonds to cover construction and oper- 
ating costs of on arena on land the 
village recently purchased at Bussc 
and Landmcler roads. 


Tho study, however, Indicates the 


village would have to Issue general- 
obligation bonds to build the arena be- 
cause of tho uncertainty of booking 
big-draw sports and entertainment 
events. 


VILLAGE PRES. Charles Zcltck 


said the trustees will drop the project' 


"It's dead. Wo would never jeopard- 


ize tho taxpayers that way by build- 
ung the arena with general-obligation 
bonds," he sold. 


"There's always the possibility that 


(ho expected revenue would not be 
forthcoming to repay tho bonds and 
the village would have to look to Its 
taxing power to make up the deficit. 
Something like this would have to be 
done through' revenue bonds. That's 
our policy and we will not deviate 
from it. Noway." 


Zzcttck said while a local multi-pur- 


pose arena Is out of the question now, 
future conditions might make the 
project possible In the future. 


"Should tho market change or 


should a major sports franchise bo 
looking for a home later, maybe we'll 
look at It again," he said. "We'd nev- 
er be so foolish as to say It could nev- 
er happen. But wo will never at any 
lime finance a recreation arena with 
general-obligation bonds." 


THE FEASIBILITY study indicates 


that a demand already exists for a 
multi-purpose arena In a Chicago sub- 
urb, but only one. 


"Tho construction of another major 


multi-purpose arena in tho Chicago 
suburbs prior to Elk Grove Village 
would most likely remove any need 
for tho village's proposed facility," 
tho report states. 


It Is not known whether village offi- 


cials will decide to reserve the arena 
site, purchased two months ago for 
$1.74 million. Trustees said It could be 
used to accommodate a pumping sta- 
tion, water reservoir or public works 
garage.
